Of all the Spring flowers, Tultps are the most 
popular. The bulbs require no attention whatever 
after they are planted and the blooms are unequaled 
for richness of color and magnificence by other 
plants in their class. Whether they are placed in 
formal beds or used here and there m the shrub 
border, Tulips are certain to produce an excellent 
display in the early Spring months when flowers 
are so scarce. If a number of different varieties are 
planted, the blooming season can be extended over 
a period of three to four weeks. Plant the bulbs 5 
to 6 inches apart and cover them with 3 to 4 inches 
of soil. For house culture, 4 to 6 bulbs can be 
placed in a 6-inch pot. Keep them in a cool, dark 
place until the roots are well established, then 
bring them into the light. Letters A, B, C, and D 
indicate the relative blooming periods; A is fol- 
lowed by B, etc. Height is given in inches to aid 
in arranging flower beds.

EXHIBITION HYACINTHS 


The outdoor cultivation of Hyacinths ts 
quite similar to that of Tulips, except that the 
bulbs should be set farther apart—about 8 to 
10 inches. For house culture pot the bulbs any 
time from September to December, using a 
light, rich soil and bone fertilizer. Place the 
pots outdoors and cover them with 4 to 6 inches 
of leaves. After 10 to 12 weeks they may be 
brought indoors a few at a time. 

If Hyacinths are grown in glasses the bases 
of the bulbs should barely touch the water. 
The glasses should be set in a cool, dark place 
until they are full of roots.

The brilliant 
blooms of the Narcissus appear from March until 
well into May. The early blooming period and 
their handsome appearance, whether in large 
masses or as individual flowers, make them per- 
haps the most popular Spring-flowering bulbs. 
Plant the bulbs from 4 to 6 inches apart, depending 
upon the variety, and cover them to one and one- 
half times their depth. Bonemeal makes an ideal 
fertilizer; fresh stable manure should never be 
used.
